A plan which the Cambria Iron Co. 
is contemplating for making available 
building sites, suitable for cheap homes 
for, workmen, was made 
public 
last 
week. This company owns a l a r p farm- 
mg tract of land on Yoder hill, just west 
of the town. 
The top of this hill is 
about 1,781 feet above the level of the 
sea, while the Pennsylvania 
railroad 
station is only 1,184 feet. 
It will thus 
be seen that one danger, that of floods, 
can never trouble this place. 


It is proposed to build an inclined 
plane fron near the centre of the town, 
which will reach tte location of the new 
lots in a little more than half a mile.

the property.

efficient sewerage 
system will also be introduced. 


The deeds will contain stringest pro- 
visions, prohibiting the sale oi liquors, 
as it proposed to make this a place of 
homes. 
Provision will be made for lo-

of religious and 
educational 
buildings. 
A site will also be reserved 
for a large hotel. 
The scheme is look- 
ed ujxin with much favor and will help 
to solve the problem of the future oi 
Johnstown.

Fifteen persons 
were killed and over half a million dol- 
lars worth of proi>erty were destroyed. 


The Rev. Matthias Brinser and Rev. 
Henry Grumbine, who founded a nu- 
merous religious denomination in Lan- 
caster and adjoining counties known as 
the Brinsentes, an offshoot of the River 
Brethren, died within twenty.four hours 
of each other, Rev. Brinser dying at 
(ronewago. Dauphin county, on Satur- 
day night, aged 94 years, and 
Rev. 
Grumbine near Hinkletown, Lancaster 
.county, Sunday night, aged 77 years.

It is especially adapted to pile carpets. 
Caution should be exercised as to the 
purity and clearness of the naphtha used 
and the thorough extraction of the grease, 
else the dirt adheres more easily rtiqn be- 
fore.

storage some time the odor can be left in 
the carpet.

SETTING HEXS. 


The mother cautioned her son against 


roving by remarking: that rolling stones 
gather no moss. He 'retorted, by saying: 
''Setting hens never' get fat." The 
reason for this latter observation is that 
they are almost always troubled -with 
lice. If a hen wants to set in the hen- 
house break her up. and allow only 
those to set -who choose a place en- 
tirely by themselves. Then they -will 
neither give lice to others nor take it 
from them. If a setting hen becomes 
lousy the lice Trill after th« clutch is 
hatched, attack her chicks and kill them. 
Bab the chicks with grease and the lice 
•will disappear. Oil, not kerosene, is as 
good an insectide for lice as any one need 
want; but do not put it on setting 
kens, as the oil will close the pores in 
the eggs and addle them. — American 
Cultivator. 


HOW TO MAKE A COOI, CELT.AH. 


A. great mistake is sometimes made in 


ventilating cellars and milk houses. The 
object of ventilation is to keep the cellars 
cool and dry, but this object often fails 
of being accomplished by a single mis- 
take, and instead the cellar is made both 
warm and damp. A cool place should 
never be ventilated unless the air ad- 
mitted is cooler than the <iir within, or at 
least as cool as that or a very little warmer. 
The warmer the air the more moisture it 
holds in suspension. Xecessarily, the 
cooler the air the more the moisiure is 
condensed and precipitated. 
When a 


cool cellar is aired on a warm day, the 
entering air being in motion appears cool, 
but as it fills the cellar the cooler air with 
which it becomes mixed chills it, the 
moisture is condensed and dew is de- 
posited on the cold walls, and mav often 
be seen running down them in st.reams- 
Then the cellar is damp and soon becomes 
mouldy. 
To avoid this the windows 


should only be opened at night, and late 
—the last thing before retiring. 
There 


Is no need to fear that the night air is un- 
healthf ul; it is as pure as the air of mid- 
day, and really drier. The cool air en- 
ters the apartment during the night and 
circulates through it. 
The windows 


should be closed before sunrise in the 
morning and kept closed and shaded dur- 
ing the day. 
If the air in the cellar is 


damp it may be thoroughly dried by 
placing in it a peck of fresh lime in an 
gpen box.

quarts of water, and in this way a cellar 
OT milk room may soon be dried even in 
the hottest weather. 


If a cellar has a. damp smell and cannot 


be thoroughly ventilated a few trays of 
charcoal set around on the floor, shelves 
and ledges will make the air pure and 
sweet. If a large basketful of charcoal i also provide 
be placed in a damp cellar where milk is 
kept there will be no danger of its be- 
coming tainted.—Colman'it Rural World.

Shrubs, like trees, are pruned for 


different purposes, wud no one rule ^nll 
apply for all cases. 
The shade tree re- 


quires pruning, but not of the same kind 
as the apple tree, -which must be pruned 
-with the vievr to making it produce the 
best fruit, and a liberal supply of it. 
Shrubs are similar to trees in this respect. 
Some are pruned for grace and symmetry, 
•Svhile others are pruned in order to make 
the production of flowers greater. Shrubs 
should not be cut back ruthlessly, as 
many ungarden-like gardeners do. They 
should be sheared off evenly and uni- 
formally in growing in a border. 
Grace 


and beauty are the two things desired, 
and this cannot be obtained any better 
than by trimming the sides over o£ in 
x symmetrical curve. 
Single, isolated 


plants should be made to assume the ap- 
pearance of an egg or a perfect sphere. 


Flowering shrubs should be carefully 


pruned. Every branch that is lopped off 
is likely to carry Tvith it several buds 
which would in time present handsome 
flowers. If the pruning is done after the 
buds are formed the shrubs will attempt 
to repair the loss by throwing out ne v 
shoots, which will bear abundant flowers 
the following spring. In this way prun- 
ing will sometimes encourage a strong 
growth of flowering wood. 
In pruning 


it is not always advisable to adopt a treat- 
ment that has only one season of Sower- 
ing in view. 
The time of Sowering is 


short, and the general shape and grace of 
the shrub should also be had in view 
when cutting off the branches. 
Even in 


winter a gracefully-trimmed shrub has a 
grace and beauty of its own. As a general 
rule, then, no shrub should be cut back 
so as to impair its vigor or to ruin its 
natural outlines. 
Weak shoots should 


only grain grown on the farm and the 
only rough food is prairie hay, it will be 
some trouble to provide a variety of food.

Care in watering horses is as important 


as feeding. A horse has only one sensa- 
tion at a time, and when he is hungry he 
don't want water, and whea thirsty he 
don't want food till he is watered.so that 
it is impossible to lay down a rule for 
watering. 
It is a good plan, to water be- 


fore feeding, especially in the morning, 
and if the horse seems very thirsty do not 
let MTTI have all he will drink. "Water 
him again some time after feeding, also. 
A horse will not digest his food if he is 
wanting water, and panting and ex- 
haustion often noticed is generally caused 
by indigestion from not getting enough 
water to supply the system. In such a 
case it will pay to take a team, to water 
no matter how great is the hurry.

n o w TO MAKE A COOL CELLATl. 


A great mistake is sometimes made in 
ventilating cellars and milk houses. The 
object of ventilation is to keep the cellars 
cool and dry, but this object often fails 
of being accomplished by a single mis- 
take, and instead the cellar is made both 
warm and damp. 
A cool place should 
never be ventilated unless the air ad- 
mitted is cooler than the air within, or at 
least as cool as that or a very little warmer. 
The warmer the air the more moisture it 
holds in suspension. 
Necessarily, 
the 
cooler the air the more the moisture is 
condensed and precipitated. 
When a 
cool cellar is aired on a warm day, the 
entering air being in motion appears cool, 
but as it fills the cellar the cooler air with 
which it becomes mixed chills it, the 
moisture is condensed and dew is de- 
posited on the cold walls, and may often 
be seen running down them in streams. 
Then the cellar is damp and soon becomes 
mouldy. 
To avoid this the windows 
should only be opened at night, and late 
--the last thing before retiring. 
There 
Is no need to fear that the night air is un- 
healthful; it is as pure as the air of mid- 
day, and really drier. 
The cool air en- 
ters the apartment during the night and 
circulates through it. 
The -wnndows 
should be closed before sunrise in the 
morning and kept closed and shaded dur- 
ing the day. 
If the air in the cellar is 
damp it may be thoroughly dried by 
placing in it a peck of fresh lime in an 
5pen box. 
A peck of lime will absorb 
about seven pounds,, or more than three 
quarts of water, and in this way a cellar 
^ milk room may soon be dried even in 
the hottest weather. 


if a cellar has a damp smell and cannot 
be thoroughly ventilated a few trays of 
charcoal set around on the floor, shelves 
and ledges will make the air pure and 
sweet. 
If a large basketful of charcoal 
be placed in a damp cellar where milk is 
kept there will be no danger of its be- 
coming tainted.— Colma7i*8 iiural 
World. 


PKUNIKG SHRTTBS. 


Shrubs, like trees, are pruned for 
different purposes, and no one rule will 
apply for all cases. 
The shade tree re- 
quires pruning, but not of the same kind 
as the apple tree, which must be pruned 
with the viev/ to making it produce the 
best fruit, and a liberal supply of it. 
Shrubs are sim'larto trees in this respect. 
Some are pruned for grace and symmetry, 
while others are pruned in order to make 
the production of flowers greater. Shrubs 
should not be cut back ruthlessly, 
as 
many ungarden-like gardeners do. 
They 
should be sheared oil evenly and uni- 
formally in growing in a border. 
Grace 
and beauty are the two things desired, 
and this cannot be obtained any better 
than by trimming the sides over off in 
a symmetrical curve. 
Single, 
isolated 
plants should be made to assume the ap- 
pearance of an egg or a perfect sphere. 


Flowering slirubs should be carefully 
pruned. 
Every branch that is lopped oli 
is likely to carry with it several buds 
which would in time present handsome 
flowers. 
If the pruning Is done after the 
buds are formed the shrubs will attempt 
to repair the loss by throwing out new 
shoots, which will bear abundant flowers 
the following spring. 
In this way prun- 
ing will sometimes encourage a strong 
growth of flowering wood. 
In pruning 
it is not always advisable to adopt a treat- 
ment that has only one season of flower- 
ing in view. 
The time of flowering is 
Bhort, and the general shape and grace of 
the shrub should also be had in view 
when cutting ofl! the branches. 
Even in 
winter a gracefully-trimmed shmb has a 
grace and beauty of its own. As a general 
rule, then, no shrub should be cut back 
80 as to impair its vigor or to ruin its 
natural outlines. 
Weak shoots should 
only be cut off, and in such a way as to 
develop the best form of the whole 
plant.

At a discussion at the meoting of the 
Connecticut State Board of Agriculture 
on the question, »'Can Crows be j?revented 
From Fulling Corn?''

The 
looking-glass schcme is all right when the 
sun is shining, but without effect in 
cloudy weather. 


Secretary Gold resorts to • strychnine. 
**A little sprinkled with this poison and 
distributed here and there in the field was 
sufficient to leave a number of crows in 
the field. The crows held indignation 
meetings all about the woods on the sub- 
ject. 
They left my cornfield, and last 
year I planted the same fields and others 
adjoining on my farm, and the crows did 
not trouble me at all. 
They transmitted 
their experience of the previous year. Mr. 
Seeley had a similar experience, xising a 
gun, however, instead of strychnine. 


• Mr. Chamberlain added the folio-wing; 
think the efficiency of the various 
methods of defending our cornfields de- 
pends upon the familiarity of the crows 
with them. 
I remember an East Hart- 
ford farmer telling me it was useless to 
undertake to scare them at all, because, 
he said, the crows have been 
fighting 
Yankees for 200 years, and they have 
learned all the tricks. 
I thought I would 
see if I could not get a little the start of 
the crowfl, so last year, as my field was 
not protected in any way until after the 
corn came up, and I found that a few hills 
had been pulled, I carried a bundle of 
newspapers to the field. I opened them 
and spread them over the ground, putting 
a atone in the middle, allowing the wind 
to sway them, making at times quite a 
disturbance in the field. I found it was 
a perfect protection." 


FEEDING "WOKK HORSES. 


There is no place where a farmer Is 
called upon to use better judgment than 
in the care of his work team in the stable. 
Says the Western Stockman 
and 
Cultivator: 
The team is required to do constant and 
severe labor day after day, and must be 
kept in constant health to endure the 
strain. 
The variety of food at hand is 
limited to dry corn and hay on a great 
many farms, and it is almost impossible 
on such diet to keep a team iu good 
health. 
The stomach of the horse is 
smaller in proportion to his size than that of 
any other animal,and as the horse is more 
active than other large animals he ought 
to have nourishment in its least bulky 
form and oftener than other animals. 
Feeding often is impracticable when 
much work is required of him, so the 
horse must make up at night for the 
wear and tear of a day of starvation and 
exercise. With this in view a good horse- 
man will provide his team y/ith the clean- 
est and most nutritious foo3. 
He will 
also provide a variety of foods so as to 
keep up the appetite and meet all the 
wants of the s3^stem. 
Where corn is the 
only grain grown on the farm and the 
only rough food is prairie hay, it will be 
some trouble to provide a variety of food. 
But there is always a way if there is only a 
will. 
Some corn can be sold and w t h 
the proceeds wheat bran can be bought, 
a small amount of which, mixed with 
corn, will produce excellent results. 
A 
small amount of clover hay can be pro- 
cured in every neighborhood. 
An oc- 
casional feed of clover hay, moistened, 
will be relished by the team, and has a 
feeding value almost equal to oats, pound 
for pound. Some good farmers keep their 
teams on clover hay alone -without any 
grain whatever. 


Care in watering horses is as important 
as feeding. 
A horse has only one sensa- 
tion at a time, and when he is hungry he 
don't want water, and M^hen thirsty he 
don't want food till he is watered,so that 
it is impossible to lay down a rule for 
watering. 
It is a good plan to water be- 
fore feeding, especially iu the morning, 
and if the horse seems very thirsty do not 
let him have all he will drink. 
Water 
him again some time after feeding, also. 
A liorse will not digest his food if he ia 
wanting water, and panting and ex* 
haustion often noticed is generally caused 
by indigestion from not getting enough 
water to supply the system. 
Iu such a 
case it will pay to take a team to water 
no matter how great is the hurry.
